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Claims 1-5, 7-10 and 12 are allowed. 

The rejection of the claims over the prior art of record has been 
dropped. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section 
made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claims 13-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Lansbergen (0,455,278). 

Lansbergen discloses improvements in edible fats. The 
hardstock in the composition is made by interesterifying a fat rich in 
behenic acid together with a fat rich in palmitic and/or stearic acid 
(see abstract). This creates a triglyceride that is saturated and 
contains behenic acid (page 2, lines 45-51). The hard fat 
formulations are combined with sunflower oil and other components 
to create margarine. Although not specifically stated, one of ordinary 
skill in the art would expect that the oil in the composition to have a 
lower melting point than the fat. Oil, by definition, is a liquid and fat, 
by definition, is a solid. It is the examiner contention that the fat in 
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Lansbergen would have inherently contained crystals as a part of 
being a solid. The solids content shown at page 5 are basically liquid 
at 20C. 

With regard to claims 16, the intended use of the fat product is 
not alone seen to carry any patentable weight in the product claims.
